CLAIMS PRESENTED 

Claims 1-27 are presented. 

Response to Arguments 

Regarding applicant's remarks regarding all issues other than rejection under 
prior art, applicant's remarks are held to be convincing. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., the user space and kernel space being particularly allotted for such particular 
memory handlings as noted in the Remarks section of the Amendment) are not recited 
in the rejected claim(s). Where, among the limitations of the claims, are such particular 
features recited? Claims, as quoted in the Remarks, recite only "first" and "second" 
memory area. The limitations do not exactly restrict the encryption and decryption 
occurring as described in the Remarks. 

Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from 
the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
